TALKS are to start 
over the future of 
Dorchester’s Douglas 
Jackman House. 

The home for people 
with learning disabilities is 
likely to be closed with 
residents moved to other 
homes in the community. 

Despite good inspection 
reports, the building is no 
longer thought to be suit¬ 
able to meet modem stan¬ 
dards of care. A similar 
home in Weymouth is also 
likely to shut under the 
process. 

Councillor Andrew Catt- 


away, cabinet member for 
adult and community serv¬ 
ices at Dorset County 
Council, said: “We know 
the staff at both homes 
work hard to support the 
residents and engage them 
in the local community, 
and the council wants to 
build on what they have 
accomplished to provide a 
modem, cost effective, im¬ 
proved service where peo¬ 
ple have greater 


independence and control 
over their lives. 

“Residential services for 
people with a learning dis¬ 
ability have developed 
greatly over the past 
decade to meet changing 
needs and expectations. 
“Most adults with a learn¬ 
ing disability and their car¬ 
ers prefer more 
independent living where 
people have their own 
self-contained accommo¬ 


dation and yet can main¬ 
tain contact with others 
such as friends. 

“This is also in line with 
the Government’s guide¬ 
lines for providing best 
possible care.” 

More independence 

In recent years, five of 
the former residents at 
Douglas Jackman home 
have successfully moved 
into supported self-con¬ 
tained flats as a result of 
gaining more independ¬ 
ence. 

This has also been the 
long-term goal for the

Protest march over cuts 

A TOWN centre march again continuing cuts to public 
services will be held in Dorchester on Saturday, Febru¬ 
ary 9th.

Unison will be working with the Dorchester, Wey¬ 
mouth and Portland Trades Union Council in what they 
are dubbing as a march to stop "the Valentine's Day 
budget massacre" - a reference to the day when key 
budget decisions for the financial year ahead are ex¬ 
pected to be taken.

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ALTHOUGH Sharon Ward lives in Eastleigh, she 
spends her weekends at her parents' home in 
Raymonds Hill, near Lyme Regis, and also returns 
on Tuesdays to teach at Lyme Regis Taekwondo 
Club. 

Sharon grew up in Surrey and her parents 
moved to the area in 1994. Whilst staying with 
them she had to travel to Weymouth or 
Bournemouth to train in taekwondo, so eventu¬ 
ally set up her own club in 2005. 

She currently works at the MoD Camp in Wor¬ 
thy Down, Winchester, at the Junior Ranks Mess. 


• HOW did you first become interested in taek¬ 
wondo? 

I first got involved in taekwondo while I was living in Lon¬ 
don, to help with my asthma, as I had read that martial 
arts and especially taekwondo was very good for con¬ 
trolling it. I found a local club and started training. I loved 
it, my asthma improved amazingly and 14 years later the 
rest, they say, is history. 

• WHEN did you set up Lyme Regis Taekwondo Club? 

I set up my club in 2005 as, while I was living down here, 
I had to travel to Weymouth and Bournemouth to train 
which is quite far away. I also noticed that Lyme doesn't 
have enough facilities to provide children or adults with 
the opportunity to sample varied sports. It was limited 
to football or cricket. So I decided I would love to share 
my skills with people and let them experience a very dif¬ 
ferent sport. 

• TELL us about your classes... 

I run two classes - one for children aged from four and a 
half or five years upwards, and then an adults or senior 
grade class. We meet on Tuesdays at the Scout Hut in 
Rhode Lane. Children's class from 5pm to 6.30pm and 
adults from 6.30pm to 7.30pm.The classes are for all abil¬ 
ities, anyone regardless of their age or physical ability 
can join. 

• WHAT are the benefits of taking up taekwondo? 

There are many benefits to taking up taekwondo. It can 
improve overall health, fitness, flexibility, co-ordination, 
balance and stamina. You gain confidence as you 
progress. It also gives you a sense of achievement when 
you manage to master a technique or gain a grade. As 
with any excercise you always get a feel good feeling. 

• YOU attended the London Olympics last year. What 
did you get to see? 

I was lucky enough to get tickets to see taekwondo at 
the Olympics, the only thing I applied for and wanted to 
see. For me, I enjoyed the atmosphere everywhere and 



the satisfaction that, for once, people all over the world 
and country get to see the sport I love on television, 
watching the best players (fighters). 

I also enjoyed the fact that I was there! I have some¬ 
thing to tell my nephews, my students and future stu¬ 
dents - the best-multi sport competition in the world 
came to our country and I was there! It will never happen 
again in my lifetime. I have amazing memories that will 
stay with me forever and long after the hype all died 
down. 

# HOW did you feel about Team GB winning gold in 
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taekwondo? 

I think my reaction was tension followed by loud 
screams, woops, jumping up and down, punching the 
air, tears, and a huge grin! Oh, and of course a massive 
sense of pride. 

I had always thought that Jade Jones would bring us 
back the gold as she was our best fighter. If they had let 
Aaron Cook in the team they would have had two golds. 

It made me feel that more people may now start taking 
an interest in taekwondo, and realising what it is, and 
hoping that big companies will help fund training Do- 
jangs, athletes and small clubs like they do with football 
and other mainstream sports. 

• WHAT are your personal interests? 

Other than taekwondo I enjoy the outdoors - camping, 
walking (all stemmed from being a Guide and Guide 
Leader), going to the gym, swimming, cycling, running. 
I also enjoy reading and baking. 

• WHAT do you like about Lyme Regis and the sur¬ 
rounding area? 

What I really love about Lyme and surrounding areas is 
the amazing scenery, the sea, the friendliness of the peo¬ 
ple and the community spirit. 

• WHAT would you change about the town if you 
could? 

If I could I would make sure that there was lots of differ¬ 
ent sports available to everyone - not just children. Utilise 
the facilities that we have, maximise to benefit the com¬ 
munity rather than just seeing them go to waste or get¬ 
ting used for just one thing. There is a lot of 
land/buildings that can be used more. I would have in¬ 
door facilities that can be used for planned outdoor ac¬ 
tivities when the rain hits, so they don't have to be 
cancelled. I would have less restrictions on parking times 
to help keep the locals here and attract tourists, not just 
in the summer months. 

• WHERE is your ideal holiday destination? 

I have two ideal holidays. One would be to be Hudson 
bay, Churchill, Cananda.The reason being one of my pas¬ 
sions is polar bears and I have always wanted to go to 
Hudson Bay and go out in a Tundra Buggy to see the 
polar bears up close. 

My other has to be South Korea, Birthplace of Taek¬ 
wondo. Iwould love to be able to go over there and ex¬ 
perience the culture and get to train with the best.

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District freezes council tax again 
despite fall in government grants 


COUNCIL tax charges for West Dorset District Council 
are expected to be frozen for another year - but fur¬ 
ther'efficiencies'could be on the way to pay for it. 

The authority says It believes it can hold its share of 
the tax at the current level and maintain services de¬ 
spite getting almost 10 per cent less in grants from 
the Government. The reduction is the equivalent of 
a loss of more than £570,000. 

Part of the savings come from joint working with 
Weymouth and Portland Borough council - a move 
which the council claims has saved £2million a year 
for the two authorities. 

Also cited is the anticipated savings in running 
costs West Dorset believes it will achieve by the move 
to its new offices. The council's news release makes

no mention of its old offices which remain unsold and 
will still have to be maintained. 

Car owners in the district, boasts the council, will see 
no increase in their car parking charges in the year 
ahead. This will be the seventh year in a row that short 
stay charges are frozen. 

The council has set up a budget working group to in¬ 
vestigate further efficiencies in order to protect essen¬ 
tial services in future years. 

West Dorset District Council Leader Robert Gould 
said:"These are challenging times for local councils.The 


national picture means our government grant con¬ 
tinues to fall, many of our traditional income streams 
are under pressure and, like householders, we have 
seen energy and fuel costs rise way ahead of infla¬ 
tion. 

"But careful financial management, savings from 
working in partnership, continuous efficiencies and 
the move to smaller, greener and cheaper offices in 
Dorchester means we aim to freeze council tax and 
parking charges in 2013/14." 

The district council will confirm its share of the 
2013/14 council tax bill on February 26th. The total 
bill also includes charges from Dorset County Coun¬ 
cil, Dorset Police, Dorset Fire and town or parish 
councils.

New development area 
could be included in the 
local plan for Dorchester 


COUNCILLORS have given the 
green light to consult on an alterna¬ 
tive housing and employment site in 
Dorchester as part of the strategy to 
shape the future planning needs of 
West Dorset. 

West Dorset District Council’s Ex¬ 
ecutive Committee has agreed to 
hold a consultation on a new pro¬ 
posed site to the south east of Dorch¬ 
ester which could form part of the 
Local Plan. 

It could include around 1,000 new 
homes with at least 35 per cent af¬ 
fordable housing, as well as local 
community facilities, offices and in¬ 
dustrial units providing more em¬ 
ployment for West Dorset as well as 
improved road access. 

Residents will get to have their say 
on the new proposals when a six- 
week public consultation begins at 
the end of January. 

The Local Plan sets out a long term 
planning strategy to meet future 
housing, employment and leisure 
needs in the area. 

It covers important issues like 
where housing could be built, how 
the economy can be boosted and 
what infrastructure like schools and 
play areas may be needed. 

It also looks at how climate change 
can be tackled, the environment pro¬ 
tected and how future developments 
can be made more sustainable. 


Public consultations for the joint 
West Dorset, Weymouth and Port¬ 
land Local Plan were held across 
June and July 2012. 

The council considered residents’ 
feedback from last summer’s consul¬ 
tation, including strong local con¬ 
cerns regarding the development 
proposals at Barton Farm in Sher¬ 
borne, Holly moor Lane in Beamin- 
ster and at Crossways. The council 
could reduce the development allo¬ 
cations in these areas if the alterna¬ 
tive site at Dorchester were included 
in the plan. 

West Dorset District Council has a 
duty to plan for the right amount of 
development over the coming years. 

The councils have worked out how 
much additional housing is required 
in the area from projected population 
figures based on findings from the 
2011 Census. 

This means any land allocated for 
development that is removed or re¬ 
duced from the Local Plan would 
need to be replaced. 

The district council will now exam¬ 
ine the alternative Dorchester site to 
the south east of the county town. 

Councillor Robert Gould, Leader 
of West Dorset District Council, said: 
“The Local Plan is very important for 
West Dorset as it will identify the 
sites for development to support fu¬ 
ture housing need. 


“It is very important we gather the 
views of local people about how they 
want the future growth and develop¬ 
ment in the area managed. 

“The consultation events regarding 
the proposed Dorchester site will be 
a valuable opportunity for local com¬ 
munities to actively share their views 
and participate in discussions and we 
urge people to come along and take 
part.” 

The public consultation will take 
place between January 31st and 
March 14th.

Energy savings and improved 
access for new council home 


STRATTON HOUSE, West Dorset District Council's 
High West Street offices, has now closed. 

The building, together with those in Princes and 
Durngate Streets, which it also owns, remain unsold, 
despite claims the council would get at least £3mil- 
lion from the sale. 

Car parks behind the building will remain in use 
providing free parking for staff working at the new 
offices in South Walks. 

The council claims the new building will save 
£200,000 a year and offer a better service to local 
people. It will be the first time that people in wheel¬ 
chairs will be able to access West Dorset's offices. 
Facilities at the new offices include - 

• Up-to-date self-service points where customers 
can access computers and online information them¬ 
selves. 

• A spacious reception area with comfortable wait¬ 
ing areas, smart booths and private interview rooms. 

• More services in one place, so customers no longer 


have to walk around the block and queue up again. 

• Better access. For the first time ever people with 
disabilities can visit the whole building 

All phone numbers remain the same and the new 
postal address is West Dorset District Council, South 
Walks House, South Walks Road, Dorchester, DTI 
1UZ. 

Stratton House was not designed as an office and 
was very inefficient in terms of space. Almost 40 per 
cent of the building was made up of corridors and 
stairs, which needed heating and lighting. 

The new council building has eco-friendly features 
in its design which meet an internationally-recog¬ 
nised ’excellent' standard.These include photovoltaic 
cells to generate solar electricity, a very high level of 
insulation and 'mixed mode' ventilation, using the 
cooling effect of the natural air temperature.These 
will help cut energy bills and reduce C02 emissions 
by 327,000kg a year - the equivalent of planting 
15,000 trees.

early hours that, at one 
point, every major road 
into Dorchester was 
blocked - if not by snow, 
by jack-knifed lorries and 
cars which had slithered 
off the carriageway. 

With Dorset Police ad¬ 
vising the public not to 
travel unless absolutely 
necessary many simply 
gave up trying to get to 


work and set about enjoy¬ 
ing themselves. 

Dozens took to the 
slopes on everything from 
plastic blow-up dinghies, 
to bellyboards and tradi¬ 
tional sledges.

Superintendent Dave 
Thorp said: “The roads 
in Dorset, especially west 
of the county, have been 
affected by the severe 
weather conditions. 

“I urge anyone who is 
planning on travelling on 


the roads today to please 
reconsider and only travel 
if there is no other option. 

“In particular, please do 
not take minor or country 
roads if it possible to avoid 
them.” 

As schools shut the 
Dorset For You website 
buckled under the strain 
and many faced a frustrat¬ 
ing wait as the lines 
crashed under the sheer 
weight of people logging 
on for information. 

On the roads bus opera¬ 
tor Damory announced 
that none of its services 
and schools contracts were 
operating due to the snow. 
South West Trains were 
still running, but on an al¬ 
tered timetable. 


A Dorset County Council 
spokesman said: “Gritting 
teams were out from mid¬ 
night treating the priority 
network ready for sub-zero 
temperatures. 

“Community routes con¬ 
necting schools, hospitals 
and isolated communities 
were gritted on Thursday, 
and snow ploughs have 
been fitted to vehicles in 
preparation. 

“Motorists should take 
extreme care when travel¬ 
ling, keeping their speed 
down and maintaining a 
sufficient distance from the 
vehicle in front to be able 
to brake and stop safely. It 
can take 10 times longer to 
stop in icy conditions.”

Hearn to hand reins to Community Trust 


DORCHESTER Town Football Club is to 
become a community owned club. 
Chairman and majority shareholder 
Shaun Hearn has agreed to transfer his 
shareholding to the club's Community 
Trust. 

A statement released by company 
secretary David Martin last Wednesday 
said: "Following weeks of discussion, 
the board of directors of Dorchester 
Town Football Club Ltd, Dorchester 
Town Youth FC and the Dorchester 
Town FC Community Trust have 
reached an agreement in principle to 
join forces and for Dorchester Town FC 
to become a Community Owned Club. 

It is proposed that the majority 
shareholder of Dorchester Town Foot¬ 
ball Club Ltd, Shaun Hearn will transfer 
his shareholding to Dorchester Town 
FC Community Trust to be held on be¬ 
half of the Community of Dorchester. 

Over the coming weeks and months 
all three parties will work together to 
develop a model which will ensure the 


long term and sustainable future for 
the club providing football from mini 
soccer to the top level of non-league 
football in a national competition. 

It is intended to keep supporters fully 
informed and further statements will 
be made as the model develops." 

Hearn who took over as chairman of 
the Magpies from Eddie Mitchell is ex¬ 
pected to remain chairman of a new 
board of directors which would in¬ 
clude members of the Community 
Trust and Dorchester Town Youth FC 
who would still be responsible for run¬ 
ning the club. 

Community run clubs have become 
much more popular in recent years in 
order to prevent the demise of football 
clubs who have found themselves in fi¬ 
nancial trouble often due to the with¬ 
draw! of support from a single 
benefactor. 

The scheme involves the majority 
shareholding of the club being held by 
the Community Trust. This in turn is

owned by its members who have a 
stake in the ownership of the club. 

Hearn in offering his shares to the 
Community Trust is positive that the 
club will do well if everybody supports 
it. 

"The football club will work to a 
budget, forecasts and projections and 
it's a case of sitting down and putting 
that plan in place for next season. 

"It should be a fantastic opportunity 
and, at the end of the day, it should 
make the club stronger because we are 
adding to what we have got. We just 
have to make sure it's right for every¬ 
body. It's just an option which I think 
can be in everybody's interest." 

Asked how the club hoped to sustain 
its current position without his finan¬ 
cial support and with gates of barely 
more than 500 he said: "At the end of 


the day any business should live within 
its means. 

"The football club is what it is with 
the fan base and the whole idea for me 
is that we hope to bring in maybe four 
or five new directors who will have an 
input and help increase the revenue. 

"For instance we want to get the 
function room facility built so we can 
start raising money that way. 

"The planning permission has been 
approved and it's now a case of getting 
the building regulations sorted and in¬ 
suring the funding is all in place to 
complete it. 

"I am sure it's going to create a lot 
more interest in the club and it's going 
to be a lot healthier for everybody if we 
can bring in some new commercial 
business to the football club. What we 
want is a football club of people pre¬ 
pared to work hard." 

Dorchester Town FC Community 
Trust Secretary Dave Ring said: "This 
new development will facilitate the 


coming together of supporters, the 
community, DorchesterTown Youth FC 
and the football club to all work to¬ 
gether for the benefit of Dorchester 
Town FC. 

"There are quite a few advantages. 
For instance the football club will no 
longer be owned by an individual, it 
will be owned by a not-for-profit ben¬ 
efit society. 

"The whole concept is that the foot¬ 
ball club is run sustainably or at a level 
to which the community is prepared to 
buy into. 

"The whole point of community 
ownership is to engage the commu¬ 
nity and give the supporters a struc¬ 
ture." 

The move will also see the introduc¬ 
tion of a director of football and the in¬ 
tegration of DorchesterTown Youth FC 
into the main club. 

The Community Trust is now busy 
drafting business plans and projec¬ 
tions in order to keep the club running 



when the change of ownership goes 
through.
